WITH UNITED STATES TROOPS ON NEW GEORGIA 
ISLAND, July 27.—(Delayed)—(AP)—A Japanese ambush 
attack on wounded American soldiers was reported today 
by Lieutenant Nicholas T. Kliebert, whose normal reti- 
cence disappears in brimstone hatred of the enemy when 
he tells how the helpless Americans were bayoneted to 
death. 

The official report lists tour so far known dead, but 
eve-witnesses said 20 out of the 40 American litter cases 
could not have escaped being killed. 


Warned at Water Hole. 


Kliebert, of Detroit, said this brutal act was performed 
bv a force of 300 Japanese who laughed as they took turns 
using their bayonets and machetes on the helpless wounded. 


This is the story that Kliebert, short and blond, a prod- 
uct of the Michigan National Guard and the Officers’ Can- 
didate School, told me in the presence of his commanding 
officer: 

“Tl had a detail of 25 men guarding a water hole on the 
Munda trail when a litter convoy passed us. The litter 
convoy was in charge of an officer (whose name was with- 
held by the censor) who, though severely wounded, di- 
rected the 11 medical corpsmen. The officer had been shot 
in the chin and in both sides of the chest. 

“I got word that a large force of Japs had broken through 
the trail and probably would attack the wounded. 

“T left the water hole with my detail and caught up with 
the wounded, near what formerly was a frontline of fox- 
holes. 


Had To Lie Low. 


“By now firing had started. Within the next 90 minutes 
300 Japs approached the bridge across the Bairoko river. 

“Corporal George P. Kramer. Jr. (Unionville, Conn) 
came to tell me of their approach. The main body of Japs 
stopped across the river. 

“We had to. lie low all day, but we acquired additional 
wounded who were backtraeking on the trail. 

“I set up a box defense and put the litter cases in deeper

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British Sweep 
Around Etna; 
Annex Adrano

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Aug, 8.—(4)— 
The British Eighth Army, sweep- 
ing three-quarters of the way 
around the western slope of Mount 
Etna, has captured the Axis 
strongholds of Adrano and Bronte 
and is threatening the Troina-Ran- 
dazzo road, the escape avenue for 
German forces confronting the 
Americans in inland Sicily. 

The northernmost point of the 
British advance is now within five 
miles of that vital artery and it is 
assumed that the road already is 
under artillery fire. 

The new British successes, an- 
nounced by Allied headquarters 
today, drove the Germans toward 
the narrow corridor through the 
valleys Fetween Mount Etna and 
the Caronia range along the north 
coast. 

Bronte was captured today; 
Adrano was taken yesterday. 


Near Catania. 


Adrano lies 17 miles. northwest 
of fallen Catania and Bronte is 
about eight miles north of. Adrano. 
Belpasso, on the south slope of 
Mount Etna midway between Ca- 
tania and Adrano, also fell to Gen- 
eral Sir Bernard t..

To Equalize Opportunity 

A state-wide organizacvion to work for pas- 
sage of the bill now pending in congress which 
would provide federal aid for education accord- 
ing to the need of the various states, was 
launched last week under the auspices 
President W. T. Harrison, of the Georgia Edu- 
cation Association. 

It is generally recognized that if American 
children are ever to enjoy that equality of 
opportunity which is one of the fundamental 
beliefs of American citizenship, there must be 
an equalization of educational opportunities on 
a nation-wide basis, regardless of varying eco- 
nomic conditions between different sections of 
the country. 

The bill now before congress safeguards 
state control of public school education. There 
is a clause in the bill which specifically forbids 
any federal assumption of such control. All 
that is provided is that there shall be a fund 
of $300,000,000 to be used as an equalization 
fund to aid the poorer states in financing 
public education for their children. It is Similar 
in its mechanics with the state equalization 
fund which has operated for years, providing 
aid for the schools of the poorer 


of 


financial 
counties. 

The difference in the amount 
pupil, for public education in states such as 
New York, California and others where wealth 
is concentrated, and states such as Mississippi, 
Oklahoma, our own Georgia and many others 
is not short of shocking. It is fatuous to talk 
of equality in opportunity in this country 
when children of Georgia fall so far short of 
the school advantages which are provided for 
children in New York. 

The federal aid bill before congress is one 
step towards overcoming this injustice to the 
children.

A MILD DISPOSITION COVENTRY, England.—(By Mail)— 


This is the story of two. men, ons 
long dead and the other still alive and, I think, one of the truly 
great men I have met. 

The first one has slept in the Cathedral grounds at Coventry 
since 1773.

a gladiator by profession. He had fought every form of man and 
beast for most of his life, winning all of his 350 fights. 

You could think of him, muscled and strong, quitting at last 
when age came upon him. : He was waited on by his friends. No 
doubt his wife had a great hand in it. They got him to join the 
church and he did. He must have been a faithful attendant. They’ 
put him in a good spot in the churchyard when he died. You could 
think of him as being pointed out around town as he walked the 
streets. You could imagine him sitting at church with his wife 
and family. 

No doubt he was kind to children and didn’t mind telling stores 
of his battles. He was, without doubt, a kind and quiet man who 
had a lot of friends.

The archaeologists of England came to look at the finds of this 
plain, simple man whose life was vital and wise. He took some of 
his finds and he put them about his house. 


The blitz came. His house was reduced to nothing. 
ceased to exist. It became scattered bricks and stone. 

His stables were on fire. He got out his horses and took them 
away to a spot where no bombs had fallen and tied them to a tree. 
Now and then, as he fought fire and rescued people, he would go 
see his horses and keep them quiet. 

The National Society for Prevention of Cruelty to Animals gave 
him their highest award for that act. It was no small one, even 
though it sounds so. ¢ 

When the bombs had gone, he cleared the space about where 
his house had stood. He hauled dirt and covered the piles of 
stone, some of them several feet high. He planted flowers. 

He put down the two caravans ana got some furniture. 

“Hitler won't make me move,” he said. 

A few davs later thev let him see his wife in the hospital. She 
was wounded and bruised and both her eves were black. He smiled 
at her and said: 

“Well, I'm glad it was Hitler that blacked your eyes, not me.” 

She laughed and began to get well. 

They both are there, living in a mass of flowers. The garden 
is fine. There is work in the ruins. The horror and the loss of 
home and property had left them both untouched. 

“Property isn’t anything,” he said. “I dig up what the dead 
thought was grand and great and permanent. Living is important 
if you use it.” 

Measured against any standards, I know this man who all his 
life has worked at driving a cart, is a great and useful man.

But when the 
colored people were set free, they inherited the right to share and 
absorb a ready-built civilization and live in the environment of a 
matured culture. Nobody handed them anything on a silver platter. 
They had to earn all they got. But the point is that the race made 
phenomenal progress in a few years because of the environment it 
inherited with freedom. 

Many white people had a somewhat similar experience. Thou- 
sands of poor peasants from the most backward countries of Europe 
came to America a century ago. The grandchildren of the neigh- 
bors who remained in the old country still live and act and think 
much as the old-timers did. They have made almost no progress. 
But those who came to America, to share the freedom and oppor- 
tunity of this environment, soon developed into “typical Ameri- 
cans” and gave this land some of its best and sturdiest stock. Some 
of their grandchildren are leading scientists, governors—and col- 
lege football heroes. 

The rule works both ways, of course, and thus not only ex- 
plains most of our social ills but suggests the obvious cure. 

The state, or society. or civilization can best serve itself bv 
developing good citizens, and the surest way to develop good citizens 
is not by precept and admonition, but by providing a decent and 
inspiring environment. For we learn chiefly by absorption and 
example, and each of us is a product of the atmosphere he has 
lived in.

FoodCropHike 
To Be Studied 
By FSA Chiefs: 


Plans for an increase in war- 
time production of food crops will 
be among important subjects of 
study during a regional confer- 
ence of Farm Security Adminis- 
tration officials, opening today at 
the Piedmont hotel, E. S. Morgan, 
regional director, announced yes- 
terday. 

‘Although FSA borrowers have 


overshot food production goals by 
a considerable margin this year, 
Morgan added, it is evident that 
greater efforts must be made by 
farmers next year to meet the na- 
tion’s needs. Borrowers pledged 
55 per cent of their operating cap- 
ital for food production this year, 
he said. 

Officials from regional, state 
and district offices are expected 
for the conference, Morgan said.

NEW DELHI, Monday, Aug. 9.—(AP)—A life-and-death 
drama based upon the loss of an aerial transport was being 
enacted today in the northern Burma jungle.

Laziness May Come 
From Poor Food Habits

Nobody really wants to be lazy 
—not in times like these, anyway. 
But there is a lot of involuntary 
laziness that comes from a lack 
of good food. This isn’t entirely 
due to the war and shortages. In 
fact, it is largely due to poor food 
habits. 


In some of the big war plants 
where the men and women have a 
chance to choose a good noon 
meal, only half of them pick a 
lunch that can be rated good nu- 
tritionally. And the women are 
worse than the men! 

If you work and have a chance 
to get a good meal, take it. It’s 
almost more importnt for you than 
for the men because most men 
have a nourishing dinner waiting 
for them at night. Be smart and 
let this meal include at least one- 
third of the essential protecting 
foods, especially those hard to 
prepare—let someone else do the 
work. And if you have a hard 
time making the red stamps come 
out even, have meat, fish or cheese 
at noon. This gives you a little 
more margin with your stamps.

Sometimes 
use hard-cooked eggs or salted 
nuts in place of the meat. 

If you have coffee at noon, then 
be sure to have milk at night. 
Adequate calcium is necessary to 
your nervous system and it is even 
more important when you - are 
working under tension. 

You need two fresh fruits a 
day. You can have one at break- 
fast and the other for lunch or 
supper. You could have one at 
each meal—that is none too many. 


Perhaps the thing that keeps 
you women workers from eating 
a good lunch is the fear of add- 
ing weight. The protective foods 
are not the weight makers. They 
are the foods you must have every 
day. Here’s the list: Milk, fresh 
fruits and fresh vegetables, whole 
grain bread, an egg, lean meat, 
fish or fowl. If you need to cut 
down on the calories leave off the 
pastries, candy and sweet drinks. 
They are high in calories but fur- 
nish very litle protection,

The proclamation also designat- 
ed Virginia Beach, Va., and Ocean 
|City, Md., as restricted zones, and 
| barred all persons from the 
‘beaches of those resorts during the 
hours of darkness, except military 
| personnel in the performance of 
their official duties. 

Dimout Violations. 

Another provision places respon- 
sibility for dimout violations upon 
persons who, having control 
| lights, leave them unattended. 
| The proclamation declared also | 
that no person prohibited from en- 
tering or remaining in the eastern 
military area “by any military 
commander of any area” shall 
enter, remain in or be found in 
the eastern military area. 


commanders are authorized to ex- 
clude persons from areas other 
than: their own, and the effect of 
the proclamation is that General 
Drum adopts individual orders of 
other defense commanders as his 
own in so far as they apply to 
persons ordered excluded from 
the eastern military area. 

Any person violating or conspir- 
ing to violate any restriction or 
order is subject to immediate ex 
clusion from the area and to im 
prisonment and fine, under fur 
ther terms of the proclamation. 
| Finally, the proclamation held, 
“it shall be the duty of every per- 
son found within the eastern mili- 
tary area to familiarize himself 
with the terms of every proclama- 
tion, announcement, or restriction 
issued by this headquarters.”

A rather cold individual was Blackbeard. Legend has it that 
he asked if any member of the crew wanted to stay with his loot 
of gold. One did. Blackbeard shot him and threw the body across 
the treasure chest to be sure he’d be there when he returned. 

There are no pirates running rampant along the coast 
today, although it is possible some Nazis might show up 
offshore, and that explains the occasional cannonading. Fight- 

er pilots and crack members of the Coast Guard must keep in 

practice. 

They: fire on targets offshore. 

The hull of Blackbeard’s boat is still to be seen almost buried 
on the beach. It is a most interesting hull. The timbers were 
fastened by great wooden pegs as well as iron rivets. The outline 
that remains today suggests a pirate craft that had a highly in- 
teresting, if black, history. 

Blackbeard Island is a government wildlife refuge now 
- and former State Wildlife Ranger Ed Wall is in charge. Mrs.

Stdeks Aimed 
At Food Lacks: 


WFA To Expand Output 


of Bean By-Products 
Twelve-Fold. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—(4)— 
Anticipating reduced civilian sup- 
plies of such important animal 
protein foods as meats, dairy 
products and eggs next year, the 
War Food Administration is tak- 
ing steps for a sharp expansion 
in the production of substitute 
foods processed from vegetable 
products. 

Soybeans and peanuts will be 
the raw material base for the sub- 
stitutes. 

The food agency announced to- 
day that food products made from 
soybeans for civilian consumption 
between now and next July would 
be 12 times greater than the quan- 
tity consumed during the like pe- 
riod last year. 

Allocated Peanuts. 

It previously had allocated suf- 
ficient peanuts to allow a 23 per 
cent increase in the production of 
peanut butter, 

For use domestically, soybean 
products, or “soya” as they are 
called, will be included, the WFA 
said, in bread, soup powders, mac- 
aroni, breakfast cereals, and in 
pancake and similar mixes, and in 
the form of flour and grits for 
household use as protein fortifiers 
in breads, cakes, pastry, pancakes, 
meat loaves and other dishes. 

Many of these soya-supplement- 
ed foods, only now going into 
large-scale production, are not ex- 
pected to be available on a na- 
tional basis for consumers in any 
quantity until October or Novem- 
ber. 

Pea Expansion. 

This expansion in production of 
soya products and peanut butter 
accompanies farm production pro- 
grams calling for a big increase 
in dry beans and peas, likewise 
rich in proteins. 

With feed production expected 
to fall short of needs of present 
livestock numbers, the output of 
meats, milk and eggs next year 
may drop considerably below this 
year’s peak levels. The increased 
supplies of soybean and peanut 
products and dry beans would 
‘applement reduced civilian sup- 
plies of the animal products. 
Another nutritional develop- 
ment likely to come soon is a re- 
quirement that all white flour for 
human consumption be enriched, 
Some of the most’ valuable nutri- 
ents of flour—vitamin Bl, niacin 
and iron—are removed through 
the milling process. These nutri- 
ents are being restored to a part 
of the flour now being sold.

Farmers Can 


Many Products 
In Crawford 


ROBERTA, Ga., Aug. 8.—(4’)— 
The Crawford county canning 
plant, in operation since June 7 
has preserved approximately 15,- 
000 pints of fruits and vegetables, 
according to Miss Carolyn White, 
home economics teacher, who is 
supervising the work at the two 
plants in the county. 


There have been about 2,500 
cans of corn, 2,000 of stock soup, 
2,000 lima beans, 200 cans of okra, 
2,000 tomatoes, 300 squash, 1,500 
peaches and 1,500 cans of peas 
put up during the months of June 
and July. Some meat has been 
canned and more is expected in 
the fall. 

Early in the year, the plant at 
Roberta was remodeled so that 
1,000 cans may be handled daily. 
Facilities at the plant are such 
that all necessary preparation of 
foods may be handled easily and 
quickly, 

Products from the victory gar- 
dens of the county form a good 
portion of the canned goods. 

The cannery at Zenith shows a 
heavier output than in previous 
years. It is located in a modern 
rural community, amid farming 
land and orchards. About 100 
families in the county have made 
use of the plants to date. 

Each Saturday, the Roberta 
plant is opened to the Negroes for 
conserving products of their gar- 
dens. 

Although the canning season is 
practically over in Crawford, there 
will be more vegetables from late 
gardens, Miss White said.

Such a raid, in which the bomb- 
ers dropped 2,000 British tons of 
bombs on.Germany, was the ap- 
proximate scale of night attack 
during the month of. May, the 
British editor said in an article 
in the September issue of Flying 
magazine. The figures, he said, 
were based on statistics obtained 
from authoritative British sources. 

During May, Masefield stated, 
British and American heavy 
bombers dropped 16,700 tons of 
bombs on Germany, thereby re- 
ducing the German industrial war 
effort at least 24 per cent. 

“In other words,” he _ said, 
“about four times the effort ex- 
pended in bombing during the 
month of May would bid fair to 
shatter the German war machine 
completely.” 

Such raids as the May attacks, 
Masefield said, “cause damage on 
an average equivalent to the 
whole work of at least 77,000 Ger- 
mans for one month and costs the 
work of 18,500 Allied men and 
women for the same period to 
achieve it.” 

Computations show, he said, 
that each British ton (2,240 
pounds) of bombs dropped on a 
German industrial area costs the 
enemy 4,000 man-hours in work 
lost and an equivalnt amount in 
extra work for repairs and re- 
placements. 

Masefield estimated that a total 
of 500,000,000 man-hours of de- 
struction. per month “would not 
fail to cripple the Reich... The 
total quantity of work lost to the 
enemy by the scale of night attack 
in May, 1943—100,000,000 man- 
hours—represents 20 per cent of 
the target figure of 500,000,000 
man-hours per month... 

“When we add the rapidly grow- 
ing results of the American day- 
light offensive, the figure really 
begins to look impressive. By 
precision bombing of very care- 
fully selected targets the effects 
of the day raids can cause wide- 
spread repercussions, For exam- 
ple, the attack on Huls on June 22 
destroyed a large proportion of 
Germany’s synthetic rubber pro- 
duction and must have held up 
the output of many linked indus- 
tries.” 

The figures, Masefield added, 
did not take into account the in- 
fluence of continuous air attack 
on enemy morale, which, he said, 
“causes a serious drop in produc- 
tion in addition to direct results.” 

“In reality,” he said, “invasion 
and victory on land under cover 
of the air will bring the end more 
quickly once the enemy has been 
‘softened up’ sufficiently by air 
bombardment to make the land 
operations successful and rela- 
tively a
